Will write you a few lines to let 
you know where I aw at. We are sta­ 
tioned at St. Nazaire, France. Don’t 
know how long we will be here, hav­ 
ing a easy time but don’t know how 
long it will last. We a ^ not drilling 
any yet, this is a rest camp. 
You would be surprised to see this 
country around here, the whole coun­ 
try is a beautiful scenery, looks like 
a town everywhere. The farmers have 
cattle to work. I seen some men mow­ 
ing wheat with a yoke of steers. They 
have some horses but work them sin­ 
gle to some kind of a dump wagon. 
Don’t think the boys will have much 
fun with the girls around here for 
they cannot under stand them. All the 
women ride bicycles and roll wheel 
barrows. 
I have cot went to town 
yet. Don’t know when I will go, we 
have a Y. M. C. A. and canteen to go 
to here just like they were at Fort 
Worth. We can get tobacco here some 
cheaper than there. Our company all 
go to the bay every evening and go in 
bathing every evening. 
The captain told us this morning it 
would be a month or six weeks be­ 
fore we would get any mail from 
home, so I will write you every day 
or to. Then you will get a letter once 
or twice a week. I will get back to 
camp now and write some more 
after supper.
